About the Days Under the Tents. 
THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN NOW AND THEN.

People Want Sensational and Thrilling Acts Now, Like Looping the Gap and 
the Ride for Life, Instead of Art. 


To hear Frank Melville tell about the old days of the 
circus is to hear a most interesting story, for be was 
almost born in the business. He was interviewed not 
long ago and this is what he said: 

“My earliest recollection was when [ did a part at 
the old Fourteenth street place in New York, where 
the Morton House and the vaudeville show are now. I 
and my brother George were strapped on ponies and 
rode around the rings. The ponies fell down every 
once in a while, but they got up again and went on. 
You have seen monkeys tied on? Well, that is the 
way we rode, 

“Yes, I made my name as a bareback rider. I was 
the first man to ride a bareback trotting horse. I made 
a great hit, but it was really the result of an accident. 

“You know the usual bareback horse lopes about the 
ring; but one horse I tried to train simply wouldn’t 
lope. He'd trot or nothing, and finally Mr. Bailey 
asked me if I didn’t think I could ride him trotting, 
and I sald I’d try and I did, That was the first timea 
trotting horse was ever ridden bareback in the ring. 

“Generally speaking, the difference I notice in the 
circus now compared with the olden time is this. The 
public is wild over great risks, these loop-the-loop acts 
and loop-the-gaps and riding from the top of the tent 
and doing a!! sorts of daredevil things. They are posi- 
tively bloodthirsty about it, and we have to give them 
what they want. 

“We talk a lot about the savagery of people who go 
to see bull fights. Well, you compare the risk at a bull- 
fight with the risk that a man takes doing a stunt like 
that on a bicycle where the wheel Jumps forty feet in 
the air and lands on another slide. 

“What qualities does & man have to have who does

the animal trainers. We pay enormous sums of 
money to both the latter. 

“At first when we had a man do the loop-the-loop act 
he would resign after every performance. Just as 
regularly as the performance came around the man 
would throw up his job. 

“He bad us at his mercy. The thing had been ad- 
vertised, so that we had to give it. It must be done, 
and we were all on our knees to him. 

“Finally be would surrender after having been 
coaxed and his salary had been raised and all that. 
Resign? Why, he would no more resign than he 
would shoot himself. Now, we have understudies, 
and if a man resigns or hurts himself it does not make 
80 much difference. 

‘As a bareback rider I was required to take all sorts 
of dancing lessons. I had to walk just so; to hold my 
hands gracefully. Every motion was studied. 

“Tt was so with the other performers as well. Not 
only strength was required, but grace, poise, ex perience. 
We did not have quite so large a show—no three rings 
and three platforms; but we made up for it in artistic 
worth, 

“What difference do I notice in regard to the women 
who are employed in the circus now ? 

“There is a difference in costumes, certainly. Every 
year they become more extravagant and expensive. 

“In the old days the women performers all wore 
short skirts, tarlatan and spangles. Now they wear 
long dresses made in the latest styles, and most of the 
gowns are made in Paris, where they are bought dur- 
ing the vacation season. 

“One of the lady drivers has a collection of gowns, 
each of which cost her from $275 to $300, and when you 
realize that the perform- 
ers are supposed to have 
different gowns for dif- 
ferent performances dur- 
ing the week, you can 
see that the wardrobe of 
a circus woman is no 
inconsiderable item. 

“The old idea of a cir- 
cus woman has died out. 
She was at one time 
preached at from the 
pulpit and railed at by 
the cheap seeker for 
notoriety. That is all 
over. The public accepts 
her at her true valuation 
—as an artist, merely 
that. 

“As a matter of fact 
the circus woman is the 
most domestic creature 
in the world. Another 
fact of interest is this. 
Rarely is it that a wo- 
man comes into the 
circus as she goes on the 
stage, for instance. 

“The women who are 
in the circus are either 
born in it or they have 
married in it. I don’t 
know a single Instance 
in the show at present of 
a woman who is not in 
one of these classes or 
the other. 

“You will see the dif- 
ference. Take thestage, 
where only youth and 
beauty are required. 
When they are gone, 
the girl is left stranded. 

“Tn the circus she has 


a distinct place. When 
she is unfit for one thing, 
owing to age or in- 


firmity, she has another 
place given her. Exper- 
jence counts for a good 
deal and the moral life 
for more. In all my 
long experience in the 
circus I have never 
known a case where a 
woman who has be- 
haved herself and at- 
tended to her duties in 
the ring was reduced 
to poverty and want. Can the stage say the same? 

“That faithfulness to each other and to the show is, I

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meinmy prime. The old days when we travelled 
about with a big tent were great times. I have never 
had such good times as I had then. 

““You see we kept to a certain itinerary and every 
year at the same date found us at the same place. We 
gotso we knew people in these towns and villages 
and our coming was hailed with all sorts of festivities. 
The circus was @ great event then, and—well, we were 
the heroes of the place. 

“And speaking of tents and the tent circus, my 
mother and grandmother played in the first tent 
circus that was ever in Australia. They did more than 
that, they made it, yes, made the tent, outright. 

“The tent circus was practically unknown in Europe 
and the countries on the other side of the world. So 
when an American named Rossiter went there, he saw 
& great opportunity in that direction. 

“My mother and father and grandmother were then 
playing in Australia and he talked the project over 
with them. The result was that the two women got 
out their workboxes and shears and went to work and 
made a tent—the first that ever travelled through Aus- 
tralia. Rossiter made a lot of money there. 

“In Europe the circus tent is practically unknown 
and the circuses are smaller than ours. The Hippo- 
drome in London is a fine place, and the one in Paris 
also, One of the nicest circuses to play in that [ ever came 
across was Hengler’s in London, which was just like a 
little bandbox, it was so complete and well arranged. 

“T spent ten yearsin Europe. I was in my prime 
then and went from one triumph to another. 

“T played before all the crowned heads, the present 
German Emperor’s father, Queen Victoria and the 
father of the present Czar. 

“The greatest triumphs of my life I had in Russia. 
Those were the days! I was advertised as ‘the gentle- 
man with the two white horses.’ The Russians went

wild over horses, particularly trotting horses, and they 


couldn’t make enough of me. 

“I remember one morning I was exhibiting my 
horses to a crowd of people and among the rest was the 
Master of Horse, who came in with a woman very 
quietly dressed. He was very deferential to her and she 
was very much interested in the horses. 

“Afterward he asked me to breakfast, and when I 
arrived there I looked about and finally inquired if his 
wife wouldn’t be there. He looked a little puzzled and 
I referred to the lady he had been showing the horses 
to. He informed me that she was the Czarina. 

“The Czar gave me the third degree of St. Anne; 
that is the decoration that is given to artists, sculptors, 





painters, writers, prima donnas, I was very proud of | 


that. 

“Besides this I had the extra honor of having the 
black bread and salt of Russia presented to me. This 
is an honor something like the old English custom of 
presenting the freedom of the city in a gold box. 

“How was itdone? The bread is brought in on a 
blue satin pillow and a little place is hollowed out in 
the centre in which the salt is placed. There were a 
number of the nobility present at the time, among 
them Count Stackleburg and Prince Galitzin. 

“Dr. Lynn, the court dentist, an American who held 
much the same place at the court of St. Petersburg as 
Dr. Evans did in Paris during the time of Napoleon 
III., was also present. He was treated with a great 
deal of deference and when I first met him ina cafe 
there he said that he hoped I could do better work than 
Cook. 

“Cook wasan English rider. After that remark it 
was up to me to make good, andI did. Patti was sing- 
ing there the night of my benefit, but I beat her all to 
pieces, had a bigger house and took more money. 

“In Berlin I had a medal given me and in several 
other Continental cities, I have a ribbon from Queen 
Victoria. 

“The crowned heads of Europe are allright. They 
are the finest, most appreciative people in the world. 
Besides these orders I got all sorts of souvenirs. par- 
ticularly riding whips. I had some beauties given me, 
mounted in silver and gold with my name or mono- 
gram. I thought these would please Mr. Bailey, but he 
didn’t seem to care very much about them, and so I 
put them away and I don’t even remember where they 
are at present. One is terribly proud of such things 
when one is young and enthusiastic, but I think as you 
get older you care less and less—at least, Ido. I sup- 
pose I could have the things framed and put up in my 
place at Florida, but somehow I don’t seem to care 
about it. 

“You want to hear some more about the old-time 
circus? Did you Know that in 1880 there was a book 
published in Boston called ‘10,000 facts about Boston’ ? 
It says that the first circus on Boston Common played 
in 1767. 

“That is the first reference [ have ever found to the 
circus in America except a stray allusion I came across 
once toa circus in Baltimore, I think it was, in 1747, 
twenty years before the Boston one, a small circus 
given by the Stuart family. 

“And that brings me back again to the fact that the 
old-timer was usually given by a whole family. And 
they were really genuine families as a general thing, 
for they were brought up in the circus atmosphere and 
rarely separated to go in other professions. 

“My own family was a large one. Then there were 
the Hanlons and the Robinsons. 

“There was another one of my contemporaries that I 
remember with a great deal of pleasure. 
the circus was John Worland. That man could do 
anything. Hewasa whole circus in himself. T have 
known him to do the most thrilling aerial perform- 
ances, ride bareback and then go and change his clothes 
and be the man-fish in the tank when the other man 
had disappeared, was drunk or something. 

“There was another man, older than I am, who left 
the circus a number of years ago. When he was 84 he 
ran away and got married. 

“He had considerable money and his family were 
very much opposed to his marrying again, so one day 
he simply eloped. That is where a man’s circus train- 
ingcomesin. They say it is a hard life, but when a 
man can run away and get married at that age it rather 
goes to prove to the contrary, doesn’t it ? 

“My own family is a fair type of the old-style circus 
family. I was born in New York, one of my brothers

The bareback rider used to be to 
the circus what Beethoven is to music. He is so no 
longer, but still I must say that the old circus feeling is 
alive to-day —the feeling that keeps the family together.”

Whether Jim Jeffries and Jack Munroe 
willever meet in the ring is a question that Is still 
causing the followers of the fighting game no little 
anxiety. Arrangements for holding the meeting in 
August have been perfected, but certain things which 
have happened indicate that before the eventful day 
arrives a decisive move toward abandoning the contest 
will have been made. The latest significant proceeding 
in connection with the match took place the other 
day when Eugene Van Court, representing Champion 
James J. Jefiries, posted a forfeit of $5,000 that 
Jefiries would be in the ring to meet the miner, 
Munroe, next August. The money, $2,500 In gold coin 
and a check for a like amount, was given to Harry 
Corbett, the stakeholder, the ceremony attending the 
transfer of the double eagles and paper taking place at 
Corbett’s saloon on Ellis street before Harry Pollok, 
Munroe’s manager; Tim McGrath, the miner’s trainer; 
Manager Coffroth, of the Yosemite A. C., and a crowd 
of fight followers, which included in their ranks W. 
W. Naughton, the fistic expert; Col. Martin Brady, Ike 
Gough and Dick Adams. There was some dispute at 
first over the amount of money to be posted. In coin 
Van Court only bad with him $2,500 and claimed that 
that was the forfeit agreed upon when the principals 
had their meeting at Harbin Springs a few days before. 
The balance of the forfeit. $2,500 each, is to be put up 
by August 1. 

The fiasco attending the attempt to bring the two big 
fellows together has developed some interesting side- 





lights that have not been suspected heretofore by even | 


close followers of the game, says a well-known 
authority. The ways of pugilists and their managers, 
stripped from the glamor of: the ring, are at all times 
peculiar, but if some of the charges made against each 
other by the principals in the bout that was to have 
been fought on June 17 and later on June 30 are true, 


then the average admirer of the big fellows will have | 


to readjust his ideas to conform with conditions not 
heretofore suspected. 

It developed during a visit of Manager James 
Coffroth, of the Yosemite A. C., and Harry Pollok, 
manager of Munroe, to Jeftries’ training quarters that 
the champion had never posted his forfeit to bind the 


match, as was reported when the pugilists signed the | 


articles for the fight. This is taken by many to indi- 
cate that he left a loophole to escape meeting Munroe 
in the ring, despite his oft repeated statements that he 
would not rest content until he had decisively defeated 
the miner and proved once for all that the latter’s re- 
port that he had Jeffries in trouble in their four-round 
bout in Butte was without foundation, 

Those close to Jeftries were loud in expressing their 
opinion that Munroe was afraid to tackle the holder of 
the heavyweight title until he signed to meet the cham- 
pion. Then they declared that the move was an adver- 


tising dodge on the part of the Butte pugilist and that | 


he would never enter the ring with Jeffries. The fact 
that Munroe did not appear on the Pacific coast quite 
as soon as Jeffries was the signal foracry that he had 
become frightened and taken to the woods, Suddenly 
he came on the scene almost as big as Jeffries himself 
and in far better condition. The way he set to work to 
put on the finishing touches was a revelation to his op- 
ponent, and straightway tales of woe began to come in 
from Harbin Springs to the effect that the champion 
was not ready for battle, had injured himself and other 
little tales common to promoters and press agents. The 
persistency of these reports led to the belief that an at- 
tempt was being made to hammer down the betting 
odds on Jeftries, but this proved to be wrong. If the 
signs read right it was Munroe, not the odds, that was 
worrying Jeffries, Delaney and the other members of 
the training staff, 

This was followed by the statement of Munroe’s 
manager that he had seen and examined Jeffries’ 
knee and there was no sign of the trouble which the 
champion claimed would prevent bim from meeting 
the miner on June 30. Either Jeffries’ or Munroe’s 
representative must be mistaken, to put it mildly, and 
at present the latter seems to have slightly the better of 
the argument, in view of the facts that have leaked out 
since the controversy began. The situation as it stands 
at present does not show the champion in the light of 
an injured party and leaves Munroe without even a 
forfeit fund to pay his training expenses,

be made by fighting in England, American pugilists 
seem to be afflicted with a mania for going over there.

He 
never shirked the pace; he always was a contender; he 
collared the pacemaker, Proceeds, and raced bim into 
submission; and then he accepted challenge after chal- 
lenge, beat all his most dangerous rivals—with one ex- 
ception—as soon as they came to him, and beat them 
decisively. 

“Highball’s race,” said a well-known authority, “ap- 
peals to me as the best of any American Derby winner 
for at least a dozen years, and I think he beat the high- 
est class field. He not only equaled the record time 
made last year by an exceptionally good colt, but he 
carried seven pounds more than The Picket, had a 
much harder race to win, and he undoubtedly beat 
more good borses.”’ 

While giving Highball full praise for his gallant 
and decisive victory, it must not be forgotten that great 
credit is due his trainer, Bud May. Also that he was 
faultlessly ridden by Fuller, a Chicago boy, whose excel- 
lent jockeyship bad much to do with the New York 
colt’s fine win. 

Fuller wisely took Highball right along from the rise 
of the barrier, quickly shaking off most of the field 
when he found his horse well on its stride, and fortu- 
nately free from all interference in the rush of the first 
furlong. It was a great thing for Highball that he 
escaped all trouble in the first furlong around the turn 
of the backstretch, for no colt in that field of sixteen 
could have experienced bad racing luck and have won. 
There were too many good ones to beat, 

Well bred, well reared, well trained, and well ridden, 
Highball was favored by good fortune and he won, In 
no sense was it a lucky win. Fortune favored him 
only to the extent of granting him “a clear field and 
no favor.”” He bad the opportunity to win if he were 
a cracking good colt, and with a good ride he did win. 


FOUGHT IN PRIVATE. 


Another private fight was successfully pulled off on 
June 22 in the vicinity of Fort Lee, N.J., when Al 
Greenwood and Young Callahan clashed for fifteen 
rounds. Two hundred sports were satisfied that they 
had received their money’s worth.
